STANDARD TRAVELUNC GOODS CO. INC. 

Standard Travelling Goods Co. Inc. 
Is a corporation engaged in the manu¬ 
facture of luggage, at 331 Race Street. 
Philadelphia, PennsylvanHi. During the 
calendar semi-annual period from Janu¬ 
ary 4. 1944 to June 30, 1944, the corpora¬ 
tion produced luggage having a net dol¬ 
lar volume of approximately $27,076. 
in excess of its quota, and during the 
semi-annual period from July 1. 1944 
to December 31, 1944, it produced lug¬ 
gage having a net dollar volume of 
$5,258. in excess of its quota, each in 
violation of Limitation Order Lr-284. 
During the four quarters of 1944 the 
company exceeded its production sched¬ 
ule of $12,800. per quarter assigned on 
Form WPB 2613 for the production of 
luggage pursuant to Priorities Regula¬ 
tion ll-B, by a total of $43,322. During 
the calendar year 1944 the company 
failed to maintain adequate records 
covering its production and extension 
of ratings and otherwise keep complete 
and accurate records, in violation of Pri¬ 
orities Regulation No. 1. 

The responsible officers of Standard 
Travelling Goods Co. Inc. were familiar 
with the provisions of Limitation Order 
L-284. Priorities Regulations Nos. 1 and 
ll-B, and its actions constituted wilful 
violations thereof. These violations have 
diverted critical materials to uses not 
authorized by the War Production Board.

[CMPReg. 1, Interpretation 31] 
PRODUCTION AND ORDER ADJUSTMENTS 

The following interpretation is issued 
with respect to CMP Regulation 1: 

(a) It is important that requirements of 
WPB regulations requiring cancellation of 
orders, ratings, and return of allotments be 
carefuUy followed. 

(b) * It is necessary that ratings and au¬ 
thorized controlled material orders no longer 
needed for their original purpose be promptly 
cancelled in order to open up suppliers* order 
boards. WPB will be unable to relax many 
of its remaining controls until it can be sure 
of the existence of substantial supplies that 
will flow without ratings. 

(c) It is Important that allotments be 
promptly returned. The return of unused 
allotments Is the only definite way WPB can 
determine the effect of military cutbacks on 
the supply of con trolled material. Rapid 
relaxation of WPB controls depends upon 
early and accvirate Information of supply and 
demand for materials during the third and 
fourth quarters of 1945. Your attention is 
called to the following requirements. 

(d) Actions which must be taken by a 
Class A product manufacturer. When the 
manufacturer of a Class A product has an 
order cancelled or adjusted by his customer 
so that an allotment can no longer be used 
under paragraph (u) of CMP Regulation 1, 
he must; (1) promptly cancel any authorized 
controlled materl^ order, allotments and 
rated orders for other materials, components 
and containers based on his customer’s allot¬ 
ments; and (2) promptly return to his cus¬ 
tomer any unused allotments together with 
all allotments returned from his suppliers. 
He should demand that his suppliers of Class 
A products also cancel their authorized con¬ 
trolled material orders and return the unused 
allotments they will have as consequence of 
the cancellations. (See paragraphs (1), (u) 
(2), and (w) of CMP Regulation 1.) 

(e) Actions which must be taken by Class 
B product manufacturers. Although Class B 
product allotments are not related to partic¬ 
ular orders, the cancellation of a customer’s 
order for a B product may require the cancel¬ 
lation of orders upon suppliers. If, after 
receiving cancellation, a manufacturer does 
not intend to continue making his B product 
at the same high rate, he must, to the extent 
he reduces the level of B product production, 
promptly cancel or reduce any use he has 
made of the allotment, insist on returns of 
unused allotments from his suppliers of Class 
A products and return the total promptly to 
the War Production Board. (See paragraph 
(u) (2) of CMP Regulation 1.) Similar rules 
apply to manufacturers who have received 
preference ratings and a production schedule 
on Form WPB-2613 (“unclassified products” 
under Priorities Regulation IIB). 

(f) Actions which must be taken by other 
manufacturers. Maniifactiirers of products 
which contain no controlled materials, who 
obtain production materials, through exten¬ 
sion of their customers* ratings must adjust 
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their rated purchase orders for materials, 
components, and containers upon receipt of 
an adjustment of a rated order from their 
customer. Genem requirements covering 
adjustment of rated orders are contained In 
Priorities Regulation 1. 

(g) It Is suggested that copies of this In¬ 
terpretation be furnished your suppliers.

Each supplier seeking au¬ 
thorization to use or deliver shall file 
application on Form WPB-2947. on or 
before the 12th day of the month before 
the proposed month of delivery or use. 
Send three copies (one certified) to the 
War Production Board. Chemicals 
Bureau. Washington 25, D. C., Ref; M- 
300-103. The unit of measure is pounds, 
solvent free basis. File separate sets of 
forms for each of the following classes, 
marking on the upper right hand margin 
of the form the proper class designation:

Type D for all other oils or resins as 
defined in paragraph (a) above which 
are not included in Types A, B or C above. 

In the heading of Column 1 write in 
“Grade** and strike out “Customer’s 
Name and Delivery Destination”. In 
Column 1 specify grade in terms of trade 
mark or code designation in the case of 
resins or oils containing more than 6% 
by weight (based on total weight of resin 
or oil, solvent free) of the following re¬ 
actants in the aggregate: pentaerythri¬ 
tol, maleic acid or anhydride, fumaric 
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acid. In the case of resins or oils con¬ 
taining 5% or less of these reactants 
specify ‘‘miscellaneous resins'* or “mis¬ 
cellaneous oils” as the grade in Column 1. 
In Column la list each class of certified 
end use opposite each grade in Column 1, 
and list the requested quantity for each 
grade and class of use in Column 6 
(customers' names shall not be speci¬ 
fied).
